GENERAL SHAFTER 
PASSES AWAY 


Bakersfield» Ca., Noy. 18. — Major 
General William Rufua Shatter, U. S. 
A., retired, died at the ranch of Cap­ 
tain W. H. McKittrick, his son-in-law, 
20 miles south of this city, after an 
illness of seven days, despite the best 
medical attention available in Cali­ 
fornia. 


Captain and Mrs. Kittrick, the cen- 
eral’a son-in-law and daughter; Miss 
Edmunds, a niece, and Captain James 
N. Shatter, a brother, were at the bed­ 
side when the end came 
Sketch of Major Genera} W. R. Shafter, 
The son of a pioneer farmer. Major 
General William R. Shafter \ as horn 
in Galesburg, Mich., October 16, IS35. 
With scant educational opportunities, 
he toiled on his father’s fram until he 
attained his majority. 
By that time 
lift had saved sufficient money to carry 
him through the winter term at the 
Prairie seminary. 
He returned to ag­ 
ricultural pursuits, but the monotony, 
of a farmer’s life was irksome to his 
ambitious spirit, and the outbreak of 
the civil war found him ready and 
eager to become a soldier. 


At the first opportunity that pre­ 
sented Shafter tendered his services 
as a private. 
He was commissioned 
first lieutenant in Company I of the 
Seventh Michigan Infantry. 
He was 
mustered into service a few days after 
the repulse of the Federal troops at 
Bull Run, and from that time until 
his retirement, July 1, 1901, he was in 
the military service of 
the 
United 
States. 


In the summer of 1862 the 19th 
Michigan Regiment was organized and 
Shafter was assigned to it, with the 
rank of major. 
The regiment joined 
the western army, and for a year or 
more saw a great deal of hard aervico 
In Kentucky and Tennessee. 
Togeth­ 
er with other Federal officers, he was 
captured by the Confederates, but his 
gallantry in battle had been so con­ 
spicuous that his captors allowed him 
to retain his horse and side arms. He 
was a prisoner of war for three months 
and was exchanged in May, 1S63. 


On May 3, 1S97, Colonel Shafter was 
promoted to bo brigadier general of 
the United States army, and "was as­ 
signed to tho, command of the Depart­ 
ment ;Of the Columbia. 
Soon after­ 
ward ho was transferred to the De­ 
partment of California, becoming the 
department commander at the same 
station where he had for bo many 
years been post commandant. 


With the development of plans for 
the invasion of Cuba, after the war 
with Spain began in 1S98, the presi­ 
dent and secretary of war began to 
look about for suitable leader?. Prom­ 
inent among the eligibles was General 
Shafter. 
President McKinley made 
him a major general of volunteers 011 
May 4, 1838, and ha was assigned to 
command the troop» in the Santiago 
campaign. 


Shafter wa* put in command, and 
he conducted the Santiago campaign 
in an original and peculiar style. 
He 
is a hie man and has long been afflict­ 
ed with the gout, and he ordered the 
advance on Santiago while lying at 
ease in a transport off the landing 
place, far from the enemy's guns. Ac­ 
cording to the accounts of President 
Roosevelt and others present in the 
field, he ordered the men to march 
through the chaparral under the mur­ 
derous fire of the Spaniards, and .but 
for the good judgment of the officers 
in command our army would have suf­ 
fered ignoble defeat and terrible loss 
of life. 
They concluded 
to ignore 
Sliafter’s orders and proceeded 
011 
their own plans, preventing further ue- 
rious loss and gaining such advan­ 
tages that the Spaniards, under Gen­ 
eral Toral, were forced to surrender. 


At the close of 
Jae war General 
Shafter wap congratulated by Presi­ 
dent McKinley, and was sent to the 
Presidio as commander of the Depart­ 
ment of California, and to superintend 
the dispatch of troopa to Manila. 


October, 1899, General Shafter went 
on the retired list of the regular army, 
having reached the prescribed age of 
G4 years. 
He, however, remained in 
command of the Department of the 
Pacific until July 1, 1901, when enlist­ 
ment of Spanish war volunteers ex­ 
pired. 
He retired with the rank of 
major general.

dered by H. H Rogers, of the Amalga­ 
mated Copper company. 


This prosperity in the steel trade 
has been reflected in the remarkable 
increase of railroad earnings. 
With 
the 
knowledge 
that for two years 
more the tariff and its highly-protect­ 
ed industries will be in the hands of 
“friends," the railroad 
brotherhoods 
believe they are justified in asking a 
wage 
increase 
either 
directly 
or 
through shorter hours, with the same 
pay scale as at present. 


The 
most important meeting was 
that of President Underwood, of the 
Erie, and his firemen. They had been

Stuart and had then made an appeal

CoMstrvctkw of Better Bo*dc. 
One of the most significant sec- 


tions In the report of the British Mo* 
tor Commission refers to the dust- 
raising qualities of automobiles, 
which, the report states, "has been 
the source of far more popular indig- 
nation than excessive speed or daa- 
gerous driving." Unquestionably one 
of the most vital problems connected 
with automoboling is the dustles* 
highway, and to secure it is a prop- 
osition that demands the most seri- 
ous attention of our road builders. 
The British Commission admitted 
that it could not suggest how the 
nusiance could be alleviated by any 
alteration In the form of the car, 
and its deduction was that the rem- 
edy existed only in the construction 
of better roads. 


It recommended, nevertheless, that 


all fees accruing from automobiles 
should be expended in the improve* 
ment of existing roads with the par- 
ticular object of prevention of dust. 
The automobile, to a great extent, 
makes the road untenable for cyclist* 
and pedestrians, and we might as 
well admit the fact v.-ithout resorting 
to subterfuge. Of course, the auto- 
mobile is here to remain, and to be- 
come the most general method of 
transportation for pleasure and com- 
mercial purposes, and if the present 
highway does not answer we must 
provide a road surface that will meet 
the new conditions.

HE enormous economic loss inflicted 
upon the Ameri- 


can people by consumption is scarcely realized. The aver- 
age earning capacity of consumptives under investigation 
in the period of unimpaired earning capacity v,-as $1.65 per 
day. in the class of partial disability it was 75 cents per 
day and in the class of total disability, nothing. 


We may fairly assume that the cost of living in the sec- 


ond class was 50 percent higher than in the first and that it 


treoled when the patient reached the third class, by reason of the care re- 
nuired. There are but few wage-earning: families in the United States that 
can withstand the pauperizing possibilities of tuberculosis. 


After careful investigation and study of leading authorities, I estimate the 


actual loss in earning capacity, aside from the increased ccst of living, of tu- 
berculosis patients as follows: There are 500,000 persons in the United 
States afflicted with tuberculosis. 
Of these 160,000 are in the first year. It 


is safe to say they are suffering a ioss of 10 percent in earning capacity, or 
$1,000,000. The second 160,000 are losing 50 percent in earning capacity or 
?45,060,000 and In the third, the help-less class, there remain 250,000 patients 
who have lost entirely their earning capacity, representing an aggregate val- 
ue of $90,000,000. Here is a less annually inflicted upon our country of |136,- 
000..000. 


In considering the economic loss resulting from tuberculosis, we must also 


consider the ages at death of the consumptive classes. Of all people dying 
between fifteen and sixty years of age, tuberculosis kills one-third. Profes- 
sor BertiHion states that 7G percent of all consumptives die between twenty 
and sixty years of age. Professor Hoffman says the average age at death of 
consumptives in the United States is thirty-five years, and that their life ex- 
pectancy is thirty-two years. Accepting these latest figures as a basis, Pro- 
fessor Lamb estimates the loss of years of life in the United States from 
consumption, each year, as a full five million years. It has been contended 
that the individual is worth to the community each year $50 aside from his 
value to the family. We may therefore estimte the loss by consumption at 
?25.000,OOQ per year, the potential community loss. Of course the potential 
faaiily loss is many times greater.

Permanent Stone Heads. 


Massachusetts, Xew York. 
Nets- 


Jersey and many other States have 
spent vast sums of money in building 
permanent stone roads. These roads 
have been a great help to the farmers 
living near them in reducing very 
materially the cost of transporting 
the products of the farm to market.

lines to develop the country, is it 
any wonder that -sre think that -we 
are asking for nothing but trhat is 
just and right when we ask Congress 
to pass a bill giving national aid to- 
the various States which are willing 
to appropriate a like sum to assist 
in the building and maintenance of 
the public highways.

Of all people dying

Profes- 
sor Bertil'lion states that 7G percent of all consumptives die between twenty 
and sixty years of age. 
Professor Hoffman says the average age at death of 
consumptives in the United States is thirty-five years, and that their life ex- 
pectancy is thirty-two years. Accepting these latest figures as a basis, Pro- 
fessor Lamb estimates the loss of years of life in the United States from 
consumption, each year, as a full five million years. 
It has been contended 
tliat the individual is worth to the community each year $50 aside from his 
value to tlie family. We may therefore estimte the loss by consumption at 
$25,000,000 per year, the potential community loss. Of course the potential 
family loss is many times greater.

Much of 
his address was devoted to the sub- 
ject of dirt roads, and he declared 
that many roads that not now fit 
to travel on could be mado good by. 
dragging. 
D. Ward King, of Mait- 
Jand, Mo., inventor of the split log 
drag, which bears 
his name, was 
present. 


The interest taken by farmers in 
tho good road question was exempli- 
fied by the case of John Harrison, 
who has a farm near Fayette, 
Mr. 
Harrison has made a standing offer 
to contribute $1500 toward the con- 
struction of a road passing his farm, 
stating that he is Isolated for four- 
months in the year owing to the im- 
passable state of the roads. 


The convention finally declared it- 
self in favor of a change in the con- 
stitution as a means of road improve- 
ment, though it will take two years 
to bring this about.—The Automor 
bile.

Fancy Feather Farming. 


Consul-General William H. Mich­ 
ael, in one of his letters from Cal­ 
cutta, refers to the increased atten­ 
tion that East Indian farmers are giv­ 
ing to the production of ostrich feath­ 
ers. 
He says in his communication 
the soil of India in large tracts is well 
suited to ostrich farming, quite as 
well adopted as that of Africa or 
Egypt, 
The consul quotes ono jour­ 
nal which says that ostrich farms 
could be started on the edge of the 
Indian desert in Sind and in Belooch- 
istan, where land is poor and unpro­ 
ductive, owing to baiTen soils and 
scant, irregular rains, but admirably 
suited for the management of the 
birds. 
The farming could be under­ 
taken by Europeans or native capi­

Consumption Costs 


Millions to Nation 


By Dr. IV. Jt. Evans. 


Professor o f Pathology in the University o f Illinois. 


HE enormous economic loss inflicted 
upon 
the 
Ameri­ 
can people by consumption is scarcely realized. The aver­ 
age earning capacity of consumptives under investigation 
in the period of unimpaired earning capacity was $1.65 per 
day. In the class of partial disability it was 75 cents per 
day and in the class of total disability, nothing. 


We may fairly assume that the cost of living in the sec­ 
ond class was 50 percent higher than in the first and that it 
treDled when the patient reached the third class, by reason of the care re- 
nuired. There are but few wage-earning families in the United States that 
can withstand the pauperizing possibilities of tuberculosis. 


After careful investigation and study of leading authorities, I estimate the 
actual loss in earning capacity, aside from the increased cost of living, of tu­ 
berculosis patients as follows: 
There are 500,000 persons in the United 
States afflicted with tuberculosis. 
Of these 160,000 are in the first year. It 
is safo to say they are suffering a loss of 10 percent in earning capacity, or 
$1,000,000. Tho second 160,000 are losing 50 percent in earning capacity or 
$45,000,000 and in the third, the helpless class, there remain 280,000 patients 
who have lost entirely their earning capacity, representing an aggregate val­ 
ue of $90,000,000. Here is a loss annually inflicted upon our country of $136,- 
000,000. 


In considering the economic loss resulting from tuberculosis, we must also 
consider the ages at death of the consumptive classes. Of all people dying 
between fifteen and sixty years of age, tuberculosis kills one-third. Profes­ 
sor Bertil'lion states that 76 percent of all consumptives die between twenty 
and sixty years of age. Professor Hoffman says the average age at death of 
consumptives in the United States is thirty-five years, and that their life ex­ 
pectancy is thirty-two years. Accepting these latest figures as a basis, Pro­ 
fessor Lamb estimates the loss of years of life in the United States from 
consumption, each year, as a full five million years. It has been contended 
that the individual is worth to the community each year $50 aside from his 
value to tlie family. We may therefore estimte the loss by consumption at 
$25,000,000 per year, the potential community loss. Of course the potential 
family loss is many times greater. 


Permanent Stone Roads. 


Massachusetts, New York, 
New 
Jersey and many other States have 
spent vast sums of money in building 
permanent stone roads. 
These roads 
have been a great help to the farmers 
living near them in reducing very 
materially the cost of transporting 
the products of the farm to market. 


The little State of New Hampshire 
at the last session of the Legislature 
enacted a law, largely by the influ­ 
ence of the Grange, appropriating 
$750,000 to be expended within the 
next six years in making permanent 
improvements upon the public high­ 
ways of the State. 
The bill was so 
drawn that a like sum must be ap­ 
propriated by the several towns, ask­ 
ing for State aid, so that great good 
must be the result of this movement 
for better roads in New Hampshire. 
When wo consider the vast sums of 
money that have been expended by 
the National Government to improve 
the waterways of the country by im­ 
proving the rivers and, harbors, and 
the vast amount of government lands 
that has been given to corporations 
to aid in building of great railroad 
lines to develop the country, is ifc 
any wonder that we think that we 
are asking for nothing but what is 
just and right when we ask Congress 
to pass a bill giving national aid to 
the various States which are willing 
to appropriate a like sum to assist 
in the building and maintenance of 
the public highways. 
The country 
roads over which the farmer trans­ 
ports his produce of all kinds are the 
feeders of the railroads and steam­ 
boats and are as justly entitled to 
national and State aid as they are.

Chillicothe, Mo., the creation of the 
office of State highway commissioner 
was favored, and it was decided to 
hold the next meeting during the 
winter of 1906-7, during the session 
of the State Legislature.

Various plans for promoting 
the construction of good roads were 
discussed, including changes in the 
mode of taxation and changes in the 
State constitution.

SICK MATK SAVES SHIP. 


When the British steamship Laura, 
of the Payman Line, crawled into 
Norfolk. Va,, so badly battered that 
she looked like a junk pile above 
decks, those above board had a thrill- 
ing story to tell of their awful ex- 
perience 
in the 
hurricanc off 
the 
North Carolina coast. 


The vessel made port in command 
of Second Officer Fred Gladstone, to 
whose bravery and sheer nerve all 
aboard owed their lives. 
He took 
command when Captain Charles T. 
Adams and two seamen had been 
washed away by a terrific cross sea, 
and First Officer Johnson had been 
rendered 
unconscious 
by 
being 
hurled against the deckhouse. 


To take command the brave fel- 
low had to be carried on deck from 
his berth, where he lay.burning up 
with fever, his temi)erature 
being 
103. 
How he survived this ordeal 
and the shock of a badly crushed 
foot, which he got soon after taking 
command, is a mystery to the phy- 
sicians at Norfolk, 


When he anchored in port and told 
of the loss of life aboard and of the 
storm, he had not slept, and, weak- 
ened as he was, with the crushed 
foot, tears filled his eyes and he 
could hardly speak. 


It was about 3 a. m., that the 
storm was its height, and for thirty- 
eight hours the Laura wrestled with 
the elements. 
Captain Adams and 
two of his men were in the chart- 
house on deck when two great waves 
arose, one upon either side of the 
ship, and, rising to a point higher 
than the ship*s bridge, met and fell, 
crushing the vessel. 


Then the receding waves, assisted 
by the awful wind, carried the chart- 
house away to sea, and it and the 
occupants vanished from sight. 
The 
same wave wrecked and carried away 
the boats and wrought great damage 
to the superstructure of the ship. 


The Laura was bound from Port 
Arthur, Tex., to European ports, and 
is admitted to be about the worst 
storm-battered vessel that ever came 
inside the Virginia capes.—Philadel- 
phia Ledger. "

SUGGESTIONS FOR THE HOUSE. 


In Isabel Gordon Curtis' helpful 
paper entitled "The Progress of a 
Housewife," in the Delineator, she 
gives some useful hints as to how to 
make the best of vegetables. 


Root vegetables, such as beets, tur- 
nips, carrots or parsnips, should have 
moist, dirty roots and fresh tops. 
If 
the roots are very clean and the tops 
cut away, you may be sure the mar- 
ket man has tried to freshen them. 
The smaller these vegetables 
are, 
the more tender. 
Parsnips and car- 
rots require scraping, except when 
they are young and tender. 
Turnips 
should be pared, while the skin of 
beets should not be broken or the 
tops cut more than two inches above 
the beet, otherwise they will lose 
color and sweetness. 


When buying Lima beans, choose 
green, juicy pods with small, finely 
v^elnly beans. 
Cook for one hour and 
a half in Just enough boiling water 
to cover. Add salt when nearly done. 
Drain off part of the water, season 
with pepper, salt and butter, and 
send to the table piping hot. 
String 
beans are cooked in the same way 
after being strung and snapped.

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SICK MATE SAVES SHIP. 


When the British steamship Laura, 
of the Payman Line, crawled into 
Norfolk, Va., so badly battered that 
she looked like a junk pile above 
decks, those above board had a thrill­ 
ing story to tell of their awful ex­ 
perience in the hurricanc off the 
North Carolina coast. 


Thè vessel made port in command 
of Second Officer Fred Gladstone, to 
whose bravery and sheer nerve all 
aboard owed their lives. 
He took 
command when Captain Charles T. 
Adams and two seamen had been 
washed away by a terrific cross sea, 
and First Officer Johnson had been 
rendered 
unconscious 
by 
being 
hurled against the deckhouse. 


To take command the brave fel­ 
low had to be carried on deck from 
his berth, where he lay,burning up 
with fever, his temperature being 
103. 
How he survived this ordeal 
and the shock of a badly crushed 
foot, which he got soon after taking 
command, is a mystery to the phy­ 
sicians at Norfolk. 


When he anchored in port and told 
of the loss of life aboard and of the 
storm, he had not slept, and, weak­ 
ened as he was, with the crushed 
foot, tears filled his eyes and he 
could hardly speak. 


It was about 3 a. m., that the 
storm was its height, and for thirty- 
eight hours the Laura wrestled with 
the elements. 
Captain Adams and 
two of his men were in the chart- 
house on deck when two great waves 
arose, one upon either side of the 
ship, and, rising to a point higher 
than the ship’s bridge, met and fell, 
crushing the vessel. 


Then the receding waves, assisted 
by the awful wind, carried the chart- 
house away to sea, and it and the 
occupants vanished from sight. 
The 
same wave wrecked and carried away 
the boats and wrought great damage 
to the superstructure of the ship. 


The Laura was bound from Port 
Arthur, Tex., to European ports, and 
is admitted to be about the worst i 
storm-battered vessel that ever came 
inside the Virginia capes.— Philadel­ 
phia Ledger.

the nails are cleaned easily. 
The 
time required is not over two min­ 
utes. 
The expense of the lotion is 
comparatively nothing.” 


BUYING A CLOCK. 


When you’ve a clock to buy choose 
it with an eye to its playing a part, 
no matter how small that part may 
be, in the furnishing of the particu­ 
lar room for it. 


Crystal clocks in one form or an­ 
other come to suit almost every sort 
of room— stunning, 
circular ones, 
with their tiny floors paved with col­ 
ored enamels in mosatc patterns, for 
parlor or drawing room; plain as a 
pipestem kind, with a world of dig­ 
nity in their very plainness, for li­ 
brary or music room, and dainty lit­ 
tle forms for bedroom or boudoir. 


For sitting rooms the 
colonial 
clocks— mahogany cases, left almost 
plain to show off the beauty of the 
wood— are particularly good. 


Attractive bronze clocks ami pret­ 
ty ones of china, usually Dresden, 
and a thousand and one others more 
elaborate in style, indulging profuse­ 
ly, some of them, even in ornament, 
may seem to suit the particular cor­ 
ner. 
Only be sure that the one you 
pick does suit it so well that it is 
hard to imagine any other clock in 
its place. 


A well-chosen clock is as great a 
relief and pleasure to the eye as a 
vase or a bit of bric-a-brac. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR THE HOUSE. 


In Isabel Gordon Curtis’ helpful 
paper entitled "The Progress of a 
Housewife," in the Delineator, she 
gives some useful hints as to how to 
make the best of vegetables. 


Root vegetables, such as beets, tu r­ 
nips, carrots or parsnips, should have 
moist, dirty roots and fresh tops. 
If 
the roots are very clean and the tops 
cut away, you may be sure the mar­ 
ket man has tried to freshen them. 
The smaller these vegetables are, 
the more tender. 
Parsnips and car­ 
rots require scraping, except when 
they are young and tender. 
Turnips 
should be pared, while the skin of 
beets should not be broken or the 
tops cut more than two inches above 
the beet, otherwise they will lose 
color and sweetness. 


When buying Lima beans, choose 
green, juicy pods with small, finely 
vTeinly beans. Cook for one hour and 
a half in just enough boiling water 
to cover. Add salt when nearly done. 
Drain off part of the water, season 
with pepper, salt and butter, and 
send to the table piping hot. 
String 
beans are cooked in the same way 
after being strung and snapped. 


Horseshoes are sometimes made in 
Australia oí cowhide instead of iron, 


Deviled Beef — Take two pounds 
of a round of beef; chop fine, add a 
cupful of bread crumbs, half a cup­ 
ful of sweet milk, a large tablespoon- 
ful of butter, salt and pepper; mix 
and put into deep square tins and 
bake 
about three-quarters 
of 
an 
hour. 
It is best sliced cold. 


Fried Potato Cake—Take one pint 
of cold mashed potatoes, season with 
a salt spoonful of salt, half as much 
pepper and a tablespoonful of butter; 
add the beaten whites of two eggs, 
mix them all well together, make 
them into small balls, and flatten 
them; dip them in the yolk of an 
egg, then in flour and fry brown in 
butter. 


Baked Chicken Pie— Draw, singe 
and cut the chicken as you would for 
a fricassee; 
cover it with 
boiling 
water and cook until tender; cut 
two raw potatoes into dice; 
cook 
for ten minutes and drain. 
Put a 
layer of potatoes, then a layer oi 
stewed chicken, and a little 
salt, 
pepper and chopped onion in a bak­ 
ing dish; then another layer of chick­ 
en and potatoes. 
Make a sauce of 
the water in^whicli the chicken was 
cooked and pour over the whole. 
Have ready four good-sized potatoes 
boiled and mashed; add a half cup 
of hot milk, a teaspoonful of salt and 
about a cup of flour; roll this a half 
inch thick; cut it the shape of the 
pie and put it over the top.

vUb egg and bake a half hour.

Volcanic Dust Reaches Paris. 


Paris was overspread with a dry, 
yellowish fog the morning of April 
11 of this year. 
A scientist, believ­ 
ing that the fog had been caused by 
the eruption of Mount Vesuvius, plac­ 
ed upon the roof of his dwelling a 
series of plates covered with glycerin 
to catch the dust in the fog. 
It was 
was found that part of the deposit on 
the plates was a very fine sand, com­ 
pletely identical with the ash sent up 
by Vesuvius in 1822. In addition to 
this sand the fog contained some per­ 
fectly spherical globules of oxidized 
iron.

smoke of napthalene.

periment was very expensive, fifty 
kilograms of napthalene being con- 
sumed by seven flames in one hour. 
Later a new preparation of chemicals 
was tried, producing a comparatively 
huge volume of smoke with the ex- 
penditure of only two kilograms of 
the material per hour. These trials 
are under the direction of an experi- 
mental gardening association.

Their Extreme Height Seldom 


Thu Fifty Feet. 


A well known French naval expert, 


M. Bertin, believes that 
both the 


length and height of waves at 
are often overestimated. He goes on 
to argue that the length of wave* 
can be computed from the time which 
elapses between the passage of two of 
them- From a summary of his opin- 
ions which Engineering prints it ap- 
pears that the greatest distant* 
which he has estimated between crest 
and crest is 2590 feet, or about half a 
mile, and the period on which his 
reckoning was based was twenty- 
three seconds. 


Such long waves, he states, are 


never very high. In deep water the 
height of a wave half a mile long will 
not, at most, be more than fifty-two 
feet, or one-fiftieth its length. Much 
greater heights than this have, he 
says, been recorded, particularly from 
small craft, but the observations were 
quite unreliable. 
The error arises 


mainly from the fact that the ob- 
server has failed to take into account 
the fact that the vessel he is in floats 
with its deck parallel to the surface 
of the wave, and not to a true hori- 
zontal plane. 
With the water sur- 


face thus tilted, grossly exaggerated 
estimates of the true height of the 
waves become possible. 


Where care has been taken to 


avoid this source of error, the highest 
wave recorded in open water has 
measured forty-two and one-half feet 
from hollow to crest; but M. Bertin 
believes that a height of fifty-two feet 
may perhaps be met with In the 
southern seas. 
On entering shoal 


water waves 
become 
higher and 


shorter, so that a wave that has a 
height of thirteen metres in open 
water may attain sixteen metres on 
striking a shoal; while if it meets a 
more or less vertical obstacle it may 
shoot up to double this height, and at 
the Eddystone Light, he states, solid 
green seas have been known to reach 
a height of 105 feet. 


Waves half r. mile long are, he 


continues, very rare, since a period of 
ten seconds is not often exceeded, 
which corresponds to a length of 160 
metres (about 520 feet). More com- 
monly the period is six to eight sec- 
onds, and the length 160 to 320 feet. 
Heights of over ten metres (thirty- 
three feet) are rare, but short waves 
are relatively higher than long ones, 
a wave 160 feet long being commonly, 
eight to sixteen feet high. M. Bertia. 
further points out that there appears 
to be a minimum to tne size of ocean 
waves, as well as a maximum, since 
there is a connection between the 
size and the velocity of the wind pro- 
ducing them. Thus waves measuring 
three-fourths inch from crest to crest 
would correspond to a vrind moving 
about two feet a second: and he ques- 
tions whether a wind moving more 
slowly than this would have power 
to raise wares at all. 


The Greatest Gem Mine la the World. 


The sapphire workings at Yogo 


Gulch, Mont., are being gradually 
developed into a great and perma- 
nent mining industry, says Mr. Geo. 
F, Kunz in a forthcoming report on 
precious stones, published by the 
United 
States Geological 
Survey. 


Taken as a whole the Yogo dike is 
perhaps the greatest gem mine in the 
world. 
It is about four miles long 


on the surface, and being a true ig- 
neous dike, descends to an indefinite 
depth. It is estimated that the en- 
tire content of workable sapphire- 
bearing rock would approximate 10,- 
000,000 cubic yards. A mining plant 
is now being erected here which will 
quadruple the previous output and 
make Montana sapphire mining a 
very Important factor in American 
gem production. 


The stones obtained are not of 


large size. They range from "culls," 
used for watch jewels and other me- 
chanical purposes, to gems averaging 
when cut from half a carat to two or 
three carats and rarely up to five or 
six. As gems they are brilliant, free 
from flaws and of good color, rang- 
ing from light shades to the rich, 
deep blue of Oriental sapphires. The 
Yogo crystals have an advantage for 
mechanical uses over East Indian 
stones in their form, which is largely 
short prismatic or rhombohedral with 
fiat basal terminations, and hence 
they need much less cutting for such 
purposes as watch jewels. The gems 
are sent to Amsterdam for cutting. 


Petroleum. 


The crude petroleum of the United 


States is largely converted Into illum- 
inating oil. Besides, over 200 differ- 
ent products are now made from it. 
Rhigolene, used as a local anaes- 
thetic; petroleum ether, employed as 
a solvent for caoutchouc, fatty oils 
and plant principles and for carburet- 
ting air in gas machines; gasolene, 
employed In the extraction of oil from 
oil seeds, in carburetting coal gas, 
in gasolene lamps, stoves and plumb- 
ers' lamps; naphthas in general, em- 
ployed as solvents for resins In var- 
nish making and in the manufacture 
of oilcloth, Boulevard gas fluid is a 
product of 0.68 specific gravity used 
in street lamps, while beazoline Is a 
deodorized naphtha of 0.70 specific 
gravity. Benzine is employed for dry. 
cleaning, as a substitute for and adul- 
terant of turpentine 
for cleaning 


printers' type, and for dyers' and 
painters' use. Astral oil and mineral 
sperm oil are special illuminating 
oils of high flashing points. Crude 
petroleum is much used for fuel pur- 
poses in engines. Paraffine residue is 
placed on the market for medicinal 
purposes, under the name of vaseline, 
petroleum ointment and cosmoline. 
It Is also used in the manufacture ot 
chewing gum, and for Insulating pur- 
poses in electric work.—New York 
Tribune.

THE SIZE OP OCEAN WAVES» 


Tholr Extromc Height Seldom More 
Than Fifty Feet, 


A well known French naval expert, 
M. Bertin, believes 
that 
both the 
length and height of wave's at sea 
are often overestimated. He goes on 
to argue that the length of waves 
can be computed from the time which 
elapses between the passage of two of 
them. 
From a summary of his opin- 
ions which Engineering prints it ap- 
pears 
that 
the 
greatest 
distance 
which he has estimated between crest 
and crest is 2590 feet, or about half a 
mile, and the period on which his 
reckoning was 
based 
was twenty- 
three seconds. 


Such long waves, he states, are 
never very high. 
In deep water the 
height of a wave half a milo long will 
not, at most, be more than 
fifty-two 
feet, or one-fiftieth its length. 
Much 
greater heights than this have, he 
says, been recorded, particularly from 
small craft, but the observations were 
quite unreliable. 
The error arises 
mainly from the fact that the ob- 
server has failed to take into account 
the fact that the vessel he is In floats 
with Its deck parallel to the surface 
of the wave, and not to a true hori- 
zontal plane. 
With the water sur- 
face thus tilted, grossly exaggerated 
estimates of the true height of the 
waves become possible.

The Greatest Gem Mine in the World. 


The sapphire workings at Yogo 
Gulch, Mont., are being gradually 
developed into a great and perma- 
nent mining industry, says Mr. Geo. 
F. Kunz In a forthcoming report on 
precious 
stones, 
published by 
the 
United 
States 
Geological 
Survey. 
Taken as a whole the Yogo dike is 
perhaps the greatest gem mine in the 
world. 
It Is about four miles long 
on the surface, and being a true ig- 
neous dike, descends to an indefinite 
depth. 
It is estimated that the en- 
tire content of workable sapphire- 
bearing rock would approximate 10,- 
000,000 cubic yards. A mining plant 
Is now being erected here which will 
quadruple the previous output and 
make Montana sapphire mining a 
very important factor in American 
gem production. 


The stones obtained are not of 
large size. They range from "culls," 
used for watch jewels and other me- 
chanical purposes, to gems averaging- 
when cut from half a carat to two or 
three carats and rarely up to five or 
six. As gems they are brilliant, free 
from flaws and of good color, rang- 
ing from light shades to the rich, 
deep blue of Oriental sapphires. 
The 
Yogo crystals have an advantage for 
mechanical uses over East Indian 
stones In their form, which \a largely 
short prismatic or rhombohedral with 
flat 
basal terminations, and hence 
they need much less cutting for such 
purposes as watch jewels. The gema 
are sent to Amsterdam for cutting.

The Greatest CJem Mine in the World* 


The sapphire workings at Yogo 
Gulch, Mont., are being gradually 
developed into a great and perma­ 
nent mining industry, says Mr. Geo. 
F. Kunz in a forthcoming report on 
precious 
stones, 
published by 
the 
United 
States 
Geological 
Survey. 
Taken as a whole the Yogo dike is 
perhaps the greatest gem mine in the 
world. 
It is about four miles long 
on the surface, and being a true ig­ 
neous dike, descends to an indefinite 
depth. 
It is estimated that the en­ 
tire content of workable sapphire- 
bearing rock would approximate 10,- 
000,000 cubic yards. A mining plant 
is now being erected here which will 
quadruple tho previous output and 
make Montana sapphire mining a 
very Important factor in American 
gem production. 


The stones obtained are not of 
large size. They range from "culls," 
used for watch jewels and other me­ 
chanical purposes, to gems averaging- 
when cut from half a carat to two or 
three carats and rarely up to five or 
six. 
As gems they are brilliant, free 
from flaws and of good color, rang­ 
ing from light shades to the rich, 
deep blue of Oriental sapphires. The 
Yogo crystals have an advantage for 
mechanical uses over East Indian 
stones In their form, which Is largely 
short prismatic or rhombohedral with 
flat basal terminations, and hence 
they need much less cutting for such 
purposes as watch jewels. The gems 
are sent to Amsterdam for cutting.

Rhigolene, used as a local anaes­ 
thetic; petroleum ether, employed as 
a solvent for caoutchoqe, fatty oils 
and plant principles and for carburet- 
ting air in gas machines; gasolene, 
employed in the extraction of oil from 
oil seeds, ln carburetting coal gas, 
in gasolene lamps, stoves and plumb­ 
ers' lamps; naphthas in general, em* 
ployed as solvents for resins in var­ 
nish making and in the manufacture 
of oilcloth, 
Boulevard gas fluid is a 
product of 0.68 specific gravity used 
in street lamps, while benzoline is a 
deodorized naphtha of 0.70 specific 
gravity. Benzine is employed for dry, 
cleaning, as a substitute for and adul­

petroleum is much used for fuel pur­ 
poses in engines.

Those who are killed in battle are 
heroes. They who give their lives in 
building a bridge, a tunnel, a. railroad 
or a twenty-story building are the 
victims of progress, which, like a 
greedy giant, never fails to levy toll. 


Efforts at Prevention. 


Many efforts are made to prevent 


the awful loss of life which accom- 
panies every huge engineering work. 
The generous expenditure of money 
and the employment of scientific de- 
vices and of such helps as the latest 
ideas In sanitation and hygiene sug- 
gest have had their effect. But the 
engineers grow more daring; some- 
times too much reliance is placed 
upon the assistance new appliances 
and methods may give. 


The engineers of the Simplon tun- 


nel, just opened by the King of Italy, 
have been cheered by the fact that 
"only eleven deaths occurred in the 
works." The Simplon is more than 
eleven miles long, and required seven 
years to drill. The railroad tunnels 
in New York, little more than a mile 
in length, have lost more than that 
number of men in an afternoon. 


The statement of the engineers of 


the Simplon tunnel that only eleven 
men were killed in the works, while 
it. undoubtedly is truthful, fails to 
take into consideration the number 
of workmen who contracted phthisis 
during the first year the work was 
progressing. 
The contractors used 


every device to preserve life that 
seemed to promise success, yet many 
of the workmen fell 111. The Brandt 


They used to call it caisson 
fever, but by any name it remains one 
01 the most dreadful forms of debili- 
tating disease thai a workman may 
endure. 


All of those who are attacked by

made to have their deaths recorded. 
Those who are killed in battle are 
heroes. 
They who give their lives in 
building a bridge» a tunnel, a railroad 
or a twenty-story building are tho 
victims of progress, which, like a 
greedy giant, never fails to levy toll, 


Efforts at Prevention. 


Many efforts are made to prevent 
the awful loss of life which accom- 
panies evex*y huge engineering work. 
The generous expenditure of money 
and the employment of scientific de­ 
vices and of such helps as the latest 
ideas in sanitation and hygien» sug­ 
gest have had their effect. 
But the 
engineers grow more daring; some­ 
times too much reliance is placed 
upon the assistance new appliances 
and methods may give. 


The engineers of the Simplon tu n ­ 
nel, just opened by the King of Italy, 
have been cheered by the fact th at 
"only eleven deaths occurred in the 
works.” 
The Simplon is more than 
eleven miles long, and required seven 
years to drill. 
The railroad tunnels 
in New York, little more than a mile 
in length, have lost more than th a t 
num ber of men in an afternoon. 


The statem ent of the engineers of 
the Simplon tunnel th at only eleven 
men were killed in the works, while 
it. undoubtedly is truthful, fails to 
take into consideration the num ber 
of workmen who contracted phthisis 
during the first year the work was 
progressing. 
The contractors used 
every device to prt4erve life th a t 
seemed to promise success, yet many 
of the workmen fell ill. 
The B randt 


drill was substituted, and as this sup­ 
pressed dust, the dreadful disease pe­ 
culiar to men who delve in tho bow­ 
els of the earth was reduced to an in­ 
considerable quantity. 
How many 
workmen returned to their homes in 
Italy, Switzerland and France, only to 
waste away with the dread consump­ 
tion contracted in the tuunels will 
never be known. 


Victims of “(ho Beiuls.M 


At present seven tunnels—really 
fo rtceu- -are being driven under the 
Hudson and North Rivers in New 
York, and the loss of life so far has 
been appalling. 
A short time ago 
the crew working in one of the head­ 
ings were killed by the air pressure, 
which hurled »them into 
the river 
Such fatalities 
ono 
hears of, but 
without publicity every day several 
men are removed from tho high pres­ 
sure air locks suffering from Mthc 
bends.** 
They used to call it caisson 
fever, but by any name it remains one 
of the most dreadful forms of dqbili- 
tating disease that a workman may 
endure. 


All of those who are attacked by 
this dread disease do not die from 
its effects. 
Many think they recover 
fully. 
They return to work in the 
chamber and become accustomed to 
slight attacks. 
But if they remain 
long at the work tho disease claims 
them. 
They either die a very pain­ 
ful death or are crippled for the rest 
of their lives, going about with tw ist­ 
ed limbs. 
One who has experienced 
the shock likens it to a jumping 
toothache or “ the worst rheum atism 
you ever felt.” 


It usually 
attacks a man 
as 
he 
leaves the lock, where the pressure is 
maintained at from thirty to thirty- 
five pounds per square inch. 
The 
normal atmosphere pressure is only 
fifteen pounds per square inch, so 
th at ill effects upon the hum an sys­ 
tem from two atmospheres are only 
to be expected when the men emerge 
from the compressed chamber into 
the normal atmosphere. 
Tho sudden 
release of pressure sometimes causes 
the men to fall unconscious from the 
“bends.** 


But Men Must Work. 


In the Pennsylvania Railroad tun­ 
nels in New.York some of the worst 
accidents have occurred. In the locks 
used on these tunnels the compressed 
air escapes through the soft mud of 
the river as tho heading is pushed 
forward. 
Every now and then an 
airhole is found and a “blowout** fol­ 
lows. 
This instantly 
reduces 
the 
pressure of the air in the chamber, 
and a fresh supply of air has to be 
introduced at great speed to catch up 
w ith the escape. 
During this short 
tim e the pressure may reach forty 
pounds or more, and the effects of the 
violent fluctuations tell terribly upon 
the workmen. 
But*the task m ust go 
on. 
As some men are borne off to a 
hospital others are ready to take their 
places. 
Both the Panam a Railroad 
and the Panam a Canal have collected 
their heavy dues of death. 
They will 
tell you at Panam a that every rail 
in the railroad, which is forty-seven 
miles long, represents a life lost in 
the building. As for the canal, under 
the French management the deaths 
amounted to as high as 112 per 1000 
in a year. 
The price in hum an life 
was 
staggering. 
That 
particularly 
deadly miasmic 
disease 
known as 
Chagres fever, the same th at made 
fearful inroads on the argonauts who 
crossed the Isthm us to tho Pacific 
on their way to San Francisco before 
the building of the Pacific Railroad, 
was responsible for the enormous loss 
of life. 
Since tho Americans have 
taken charge of the Isthm us it is re­ 
ported th a t “yellow jack*' and ma­ 
laria are kept at a minimum, and that 
the former has alm ost disappeared.
